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# \rate residents protest new cond

More than 20 irate residents attended Thursday’s 
planning commission meeting in Upland to protest 
approval of a new condominium project which included 
provisions for the future closing of a portion of 24th 
Street. 

Discussion of the project was continued from the 
commission’s November meeting to allow developers 
time to make changes in the plans in accordance with 
requests from city staff. 

The main concern of residents of the area attending 
the meeting was the placement of two units flush with 
what is now the edge of 24th Street, Upland. 

The city’s general plan specifies that the city will at 
some time create an additional north-south route to 
share some of the load on the already congested 
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Mountain Avenue. If the plan is eventually put into 
effect, the section of 24th Street now intersecting 
Mountain Avenue would be terminated in a cul-de-sac. 

City planners requested the firm of Orchard Terrace 
Inc., developers of the project, to include part of the 
current right-of-way in the development. A temporary 
road connecting the cul-de-sac and Mountain Avenue 
would then be constructed roughly 20 feet north of its 
current location. 

City Engineer Fred Blanchard said even if the general 
plan was never enacted and 24th Street not closed off, the 
resulting curve in the road would be desirable to slow 
down traffic as it approached the intersection. 


Many of the residents attending the meeting live in 
county land west of the development, and use 24th Street 
as a primary access route to Mountain Avenue. 
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They said the placement of the two units virtually on 
the side of the current roadway would make it impossible 
to return the street to its former condition, that is, con- 
tinuing in a straight line to Mountain. 

During a break following the discussion, many of the 
residents voiced confusion as to whether their anger 
should be directed at the developers, or at the city’s 
planning and engineering departments. 


Bill Uhl, architect for the project, said ‘‘We made the 
drawings like this because we thought we were 
conforming to the general plan.’’ Original drawings 
submitted to the planning department had the offending 
two units within lot lines. 


Commissioner John Zinda asked Blanchard, ‘‘So we 
aren’t vacating the street for the benefit of the 
‘ developer?”

Blanchard replied they were not, to his knowledge. 


. | The city’s general plan, adopted in 1976, calls for a. 


reworking of the roadways in the northwestern part of 
the city, but Blanchard pointed out that any street 
closures or other major changes would have to go before 
a public hearing before any action was taken. The 
placement of the two condominums and curving of 24th 
Street would make it possible to conform to the general 
plan in the future if necessary. 


The project itself, according to Uhl, has been designed 
to appeal to ‘‘middle-aged and older’’ couples whose 
children are grown, and are looking for luxurious 
accommodations with minimal bedrooms and large open: 
spaces. The units, ranging from one to three bedrooms, *: 
begin at 2,003 square feet and starting prices are es- 
timated to range from $125,000 to $130,000 per unit.

As a youngster, the first tune Elinor Wilding figured 
out on the piano was ‘Jesus Lover of My Soul.”’

While a student at Chaffey High School, Mrs. Wilding 
played for assemblies and for the glee clubs of the high 
school and Chaffey College. She played for Florence and 
Earle Blakeslee and continued on after graduating. 


“T still see people who asked, ‘Aren’t you the one who 


played for the Blakeslees? I played for them from 1925 
until 1941.""" 


Over the years she also played for the First Christian 
Church, the First Baptist Church and the Christian 
Science Church in Ontario. She also worked for several 
years as a secretary in Pomona. 


Elinor married William Wilding and became the 
mother of Fred and Byron, both teachers, and Chrislee, a 
mentally handicapped child who has been at Lanterman 
State Hospital since she was 4 ¥ years old.

In recent years, Mrs. Wilding has played for musicals 
directed by Ralph Strane and Art Sheppard at Chaffey 
College. 


Elinor Wilding did not continue in a music career after 
high school, ‘‘because the Depression hit and there was 
no money to study — so I stayed here and played.” 


Mrs. Wilding said, ‘‘As I look back, I think I'd rather be 
myself and do what I’ve done. I know so many people and 
have played in so many things —- I learned from 
variety.” 


Since she was 18, Mrs. Wilding has been giving piano 
lessons. Currently, she has 18 students. The musician 
does not think it is ever too late to learn the piano. 


“T enjoy teaching, but I enjoy playing more,” she said. 
“T’m miserable away from the piano. 


Though she prefers the piano over the organ, Mrs. 
Wilding did like playing at the First Presbyterian 
Church. Asked if in her 28 years she ever made any ma- 
jor errors; she, laughed and said, ‘‘Once after the 
offeratory, my mind and hands drifted, and instead of 
playing the doxology, I broke into ‘My Country Tis of 
Thee — ‘ but I recovered quickly.” 


Another time, ‘‘I played the wrong hymn and above the 
organ, Dick Mitchell — he was the minister then — yell- 
ed at me, ‘Elinor, you're playing the wrong hymn.’ ‘‘ she 
said. Her recovery was quick. ‘‘Playing the organ for a 
church service is stress,’ she said. ‘‘The only rest you 
get is during the sermon.”’ 


Now retired, Mrs. Wilding plans some rest yet she will 
will continue doing many things she enjoys — givi 
lessons, playing once a week in the mental health unit at 
San Antonio Community Hospital as a volunteer and for 
the Upland Kiwanis Club meetings each week, a job of 
joy she’s been doing for 18 years.

The Upland Planning Commission completed five 
months of work Thursday night as they approved an 
amendment to the general plan allowing limited retail 
commercial uses on land zoned light industrial. 

The amendment states retail businesses may be allow- 
ed in light industrial zones as long as they do not 
generate excessive pedestrian or automobile traffic or in 
other ways interfere with the proper conduct of in- 
dustrial operations. 

George Robins, representing the Economic Develop- 
ment Committee of the Upland Chamber of Commerce,

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said the plan is more enforceable than an earlier 
proposal to limit retail use of industrial zones to 
businesses whose sales do not exceed 25 percent of the 
gross volume sales. 

“This is as close as we've been to actually stating 
what is on the street,” he said. ‘‘And that’s our goal, to 
align the situation and laws.” 

A planning department report pointed out there are in- 
deed several retail businesses not connected to an in- 
dustrial operation currently operating, that are 
‘tharmless”’ to surrounding resolution. 

After lengthy discussion, the commission voted to deny 
the request, with Chairman John Meyer not in con- 
currence. The hope was expressed that some policy

The computer itself, she added, is 
made up of components from 
various manufacturers. to allow 
greater flexibility in its use. 

Lowe said when they first 
considered the idea, they foresaw 
several areas where it might do as 
well if not better than a teacher, 

Drillwork, such as a series of 
math problems or spelling words, 
work better with the computer said 
Lowe, since the work is repetitious 
and the computer is a great deal 
more patient than a teacher. 

Another area the computer is 
helpful, said Lowe, is with situation 
problems. 

‘It’s hard for a teacher to take a 
textbook that is a technical manual 
for, say, algebra and make it 
meaningful to children,” said Lowe. 
But with the computer it gives the 
children something concrete to 
work with. 

The situation problems are also 
the most popular with student, said 
Mrs. Ruggles. 

One such problem, she explained, 
places the student in the role of a 
“fur trader’? and the student must 
figure out at which trading post he 
will be able to get the most money 
for his pelts. 

To make it interesting, the 
computer throws in Indian attacks 
and river rapids in an attempt to get 
the ‘fur trader’’ to lose his pelts, 
she added. : 

Occasionally, said Mrs. Ruggles, 
a student will look up and ask, ‘‘This 
is really a math problem, isn’t it?” 

The computer also acts as a word 
processor, said Lowe, helping 
students in learning grammer and 
composition. 

With the computer a student can 
correct mistakes in his writing 
without having to go back and 
rewrite the entire composition, he 
explained. 

“The computer itself can 
manipulate words, sentences and 
paragraphs and put them into the 
best form the person can use,” said 
Lowe, 

Lowe said when the system was 
first installed, he thought they 
might be able to interest 30 percent 
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assistant’s salary for one year, is able t 
math problems and composition work easier and 
more interesting for students.

He explained that as soon as a 
student can master numbers the 
computer will have problems for 
them to tackle. 

And Mrs: Ruggles said that rather 
than becoming a crutch for 
students, it presents them with 
problems to solve rather than 
answers. 

Lowe said he hopes to expand the 
computers use to include some of 
the bookkeeping and administrative 
work of the district.

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Chaffey could gain 
$600,000 legislation

Legislation which could bring 
Chaffey College $600,000 in the next 
two fiscal years has cleared major 
hurdles in state Assembly com- 
mittees in the past two weeks. 

Steve Wallace, college legislative 
analyst and marketing director, 
made the announcement at a press 
conference. 

The bill, AB 1176, will go to the 
Assembly floor this week for debate 
and it is expected to pass by Thurs- 
day without any problem. The bill 
will then go on to the Senate. 

Wallace, along with district 
trustee Jimmy Gutierrez, helped 
draft the legislation which makes a 
technical clarification in the state 
financing measure for community 
colleges approved last year. The bill 
was introduced by Assemblymen 
Bill McVittie D-65th District, and 
Eugene Chappie, R-3rd District. 

Wallace said that a change in the 
state community colleges’ financing 
formulas caused the problem for 
Chaffey College along with Sierra 
College of Roseville. He explained 


In 1978-79 when Chaffey’s ADA 
dropped, the state no longer per- 
mitted the school to count some han- 
dicapped students in a non-credit 
program as part of the ADA while in 
1977-78 they were counted. 

Although Chaffey’s ADA for 
credit programs from July 1 to Dec. 
31, 1979 is up slightly over the same 
period last fiscal year, it is still well 
below the 1977-78 ADA which includ- 
ed the non-credit programs. 

“If the college were to have the 
previous years, Chaffey College 
would be receiving more money, 
McVittie said two weeks ago. 






The change in the funding formula 
resulted in an ‘‘oversight,’’ said 
Wallace. ‘‘What the bill (AB 1176) 
does is that it seeks to correct that 
inequity.” 

Despite opposition the bill has 
been passed unanimously by four 
committees after some revisions. 


On passage of the bill, Chaffey 
would be guaranteed $200,000 from 
the state school fund in July 1980. 
The other $400,000 could come to 
Chaffey in the summer of 1981 if 
there is a surplus from the 1980-81 
fiscal year.

The 43-page report also takes into 
consideration the likelihood that 
much of the hills will be preserved 
by the state as open space, that Car- 
bon Canyon Road — with its winding 
two-lane traffic — will not be 
enough to carry vehicles between 
San Bernardino and Orange coun- 
ties, that much of the topography of 
the hills is not suited for building 
and that’ there will only be limited 
sewer and water facilities available 
for expansion. 


Nevertheless, the county’s plan- 
ning department envisions a com- 
munity of about 30,000 persons, 
living in perhaps 10,000 dwelling 
units in a 26-square-mile area be- 
tween the City of Chino and the 
Orange County line, south of the Po- 
mona Freeway and north of Soquel 
Canyon. 


The planners say it will be nec- 
essary to widen Carbon Canyon 
Road to four lanes so it can carry 
more east-west traffic. But they 
also see the need for the extension of 
Grand Avenue from Diamond Bar 
across the hills, and Dudley Street 
from Phillips Ranch in Pomona to 
meet Grand Avenue.

chili powder, celery salt, 
cumin seeds, caraway 
seeds, oregano, cayenne 
pepper, salt, eggs, flour, 
sugar, mustard and cider 


vinegar. 

The Shopping List: One 
pound of dry kidney beans; 
two pounds of chuck steak, 
not counting the bone; four 
medium-sized onions; one 
large can of Italian plum 
tomatoes; one head of fresh 
cabbage; one small sour 
cream (or yogurt); beer 
crackers; fruit in season. 

The Night Before: Soak 
the beans overnight in cool 
water. There are some peo- 
ple who would tell you that 
you can get away with open- 
ing a can of pre-cooked 
beans, but don’t listen to 
them. 

Early in the Day: Bring

the beans to a low boil and 
then cut the heat back, 
allowing them to simmer 
until tender, about three to 
four hours. One way to test 
for tenderness is to blow on 
a bean and see if the skin 
breaks. (Caution! Since this 
looks at least midly 
ridiculous, don’t let anyone 
see you doing this. ) 

Also Early in the Day: As 
the beans are simmering, 
you can make the cooked 
dressing for the world’s 
best coleslaw. 

This is a little tricky. If 
you bomb out, try it a se- 
cond time. If you bomb out 
a second time, you may 
want to consider mayo with 
a splash of vinegar. 

Melt a quarter-of-a-stick 
of butter in a saucepan over 
low heat. (Danger! Very 
low heat, or else the eggs 
will scramble.) Add two 
beaten eggs, a large spoon 





of sugar, a large daub of 
mustard and a half-cup of 
cider vinegar. Keep stirring 
gently over low heat. In 10 
minutes or so it will thicken 
all at once and you will 
remove it from the heat. 
(Danger! If you don’t 
remove it at once, you may 
want to feed it to the dog 
while it is still warm.) Add 
a small container of sour 
cream (or yogurt) and put 
dressing in the refrigerator 
to cool. 

3:30 PM: Now, while the 
salad dressing is cooling, 
turn your attention to the 
chili itself. Chili sauce, like 
spaghetti sauce lends itself 
to experimentation. 

Begin by cutting the 
chuck steak into chunks and 
dusting the chunks with 
flour. (The easiest way to 
do this is to put both meat 
and flour in a brown paper 
bag and shake.) Cook the 
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meat in a small amount of 
oil over medium heat until 
it turns brown. Chop up the 
onions and mince the cloves 
of garlic; add this to the 
meat and cook for five or 10 
minutes — just until the 
onions start to turn brown 
at the edges. Stir in half the 
tomatoes. Then the spices 
— a pinch of celery salt, a 
large pinch of cumin seeds, 

another 0! oregano, a 
healthy dose of salt and 
cayenne pepper, and then 
the chili powder itself. Try 
two tablespoonfuls. Taste. 

Oh, add another one. 

(Caution! It is always easy 
to add chili powder, not to 
easy to subtract it.) 
Simmer the sauce over low 
heat until the meat is 
tender, at least two hours. 
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5:30 PM: Now add about 
half the pre-cooked kidney

Color negative film came 
to the fore in the late ’70s 
and I think you will be 
seeing more of it in the 
future. With a standard 
ASAS of 400, photographers 
have the ability to use color 
negative materials the 
same as they use black- 
and- white film.

Being able to control 
color in the darkroom is the 
big plus for color negative 
film, and in the future 
publications will begin 
accepting color prints along 
with color slides.

The 35mm format secured 
its hold on the professional 
market. The amateur

with good optical systems 
which allow prints as large 
as 8 by 10 to be made from 
the tiny negatives. I foresee 
still more improvement in 
this area. Even now, 110 
cameras with 
interchangeable lenses are 
appearing on the market, so 
look for this field to expand 
and perhaps even compete 
with the 35mm cameras 
during the 1980s. 

The 35mm camera has 
almost reached the zenith 
of perfection, Now totally 
automated, using it is only a 
matter of pointing and 
letting it do the rest. The 
camera computes f-stops, 
shutter speeds, or both, and 
even makes the settings 
without the photographer 
having to do so much as 
turn a knob or dial. 

Along with cameras, the 
metering systems, which 
now come standard as built- 
in equipment on the 35mm 
cameras, have been really 
improved over the versions 
available in the early ’70s. 
Again, all of these

improvements have been 
made to free the 
photographer from the 
mechanics so he can 
concentrate on the 
compositional and creative 
side of photography. 

The instant - photo 
market also made great 
strides in the ’70s. The 
Polaroid empire rose to the 
challenge of Kodak. They 
came back with instant 
movies which have met 
with limited success. But 
now there are two major 
manufacturers in the 
instant field and more 
improvements are on the 
horizon. Polaroid 
introduced the automatic 
focusing camera late in the 


‘70s and I would expect 
Kodak to come up with 
something similar or better 
in the ’80s. 


Videotape machines and 
materials boomed on the 
market in the late ’70s and 
are only the tip of the 
iceberg. As products 
become more sophisticated 
and are priced within the 
reach of more people, I 
predict you will experience 
a major revolution in the 
field. of motion picture 
photography. 

Better than instant 
movies in that the tapes can 
be used over and over 
again, the field of video will 
become the photography of 
the future. 


As the market has grown 
for the photographer, both 
amateur and professional, 
so have the services 


available. Rental 
darkrooms have become 
plentiful for the 


photographer who wants to 
do his own work but doesn’t 
want to make the 
investment to set up his own 
darkroom.

Group forming to share hope, faith

“Now I’m making one day into 
five and I want to share my hope, 
my faith and what I’ve learned with 
others.” 

These are the words of Walter 
Keller of Ontario, a cancer patient, 
who wants to share his optimism 
and encouragement with other 
cancer patients. 

Suffering from a disease, par- 
ticularly a serious one, can be a 
lonely and frightening experience. 

These feelings of separateness 
and fear often are compounded 
when that illness or disease is 
cancer. 

For cancer is a word still found 
unacceptable for discussion in many 
circles. — 


The very word instills unfounded 
fear of contagion in the listener. 
Victims of the disease often are 
avoided by others which only serves 
to increase the patient’s feelings of 
seclusion. 

“J call it ‘the silent disease,” 
Keller said. 


In order to help others like 
himself, Keller is forming a cancer- 
support group in Ontario. He knows 
from personal experience of the 
great benefit to be gained from such 
groups.

Keller, who is receiving 
chemotherapy treatments at the 
Jerry Pettis Memorial Veterans’ 
Administration Hospital in Loma 
Linda, has attended meetings of the 
oncology group at that hospital. 

“There is a great need for a sup- 
port group,’’ he said in a recent in- 
terview. 

“The group should be here for peo- 
ple who need the support and it will 
come into being,” he said with 
determination. 

A former alcoholic, Keller has 
been keeping a daily diary since 
Sept. 25, 1972. ‘‘That’s the day I put 
booze down and began to keep a dai- 
ly inventory of my life. 

“Those years of drinking were a 
kind of school I was in, so I could 
learn,” he said. After he quit drink-: 
ing, he became a drug and alcohol 
abuse Counselor. 

Then cancer struck. 

Keller received his first 
chemotherapy treatment on July 2, 
1979, and had his eighth treatment a 
few days ago. 


“That first day I was to receive 
chemo, I met a man at the VA 
hospital named John. I told him how 
afraid I was. If it hadn’t been for 
him, I would have run out, not taken 
the treatment.”’ 


When treatment began, Keller 
was told to stop working, but he 
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decided that wasn’t in the cards for 
him. : 

“I went ‘back to work Aug. 2 for 
two hours and now work eight hours 
a day as a painter,”’ he said. 

“I asked God to give me the 
strength so I could work,”’ he said. 


When Keller returned to the VA 
hospital for a treatment in mid- 
November 1979, a physician told him 
he had from four to seven years to 
live. 5 


“T told him I had been searching 
for God all my life and today I guess 
I had met him. Then I told him, 
‘Man doesn’t determine life. The 
great physician is God,’ Keller 
said. 


“How can someone tell me I’m 
going to die when I’ve never lived’ is 
what one patient said inthe on- 
cology group at the hospital. ‘How 
do I crowd all this in?’ 


“I feel good about myself now. I 
told the priest, ‘Today, now, I am at 
peace and I am looking at life,’’’ 
said Keller who believes that man is 
a trinity of body, mind and spirit. 

In his daily diary, Keller has been 
keeping track of the side affects of 
his chemotherapy treatments, how 
each affects him not only physically, 
but mentally and spiritually.

children,”’ he explained, adding that 
writing keeps him together and is 
good therapy. 

He said when dealing with pain, 
he thinks of the pain and agony 
Jesus suffered in carrying his cross. 

“My pain is nothing to that,’’ he 
said. ‘‘And I am no Jesus freak.” 

“A New Page’’ is the name Keller 
has selected for the support group 
for cancer patierts that is meeting 
the first and third Mondays of each 
month from 7 to 8:30 p.m. in the 
Music Room of the Ontario City 
Library. 

He got the inspiration for this 
name from his 84-year-old mother 
with whom he was reunited after 16 
years and ‘‘a lot of pages.” 

“She told me, ‘Walter, we can 
begin a new page today,””’ he recall- 
ed. 

In the group, participants will be 
talking about cancer, learning to 
cope, sharing experiences, 
strengths and hopes and ‘‘writing 
new pages of a full life.” 

The group will encompass all pre- 
sent and former cancer patients, 
their families and guests. Persons 
who have a loved one hospitalized 
with cancer, may contact Keller to 
request a group member to visit the 
patient and offer support.

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Gold isn’t only lure 


There’s gold in them thar hills. 
And with the price hovering around 
$630 an ounce, looking for it is 
becoming an attractive proposition. 

Whether its prospecting for gold 
or hunting ‘‘treasure’’ with a metal 
detector, it is one of the few hobbies 
that, if a person is lucky, will pay for 
itself. 

Steve Ryland, who teaches con- 
tinuing education’ course at Cal Po- 
ly, Pomona, in gold prospecting and 
runs a prospecting store in 
Pasadena, explained that treasure is 
anything somebody else is willing to 
buy. He said the successful treasure 
hunter .will look for a variety of 
items. 

“In most accounts of treasure, 
people think of pirates, lost mines 
and things like that,’’ said Ryland. 
“Most of the treasures people find, 
and I know a number of people who 
purportedly make their living at it, 
are things like the old man who 
buried his money next to a tree 
stump, or granddad’s $20 gold piece. 

“The stories of treasure like the 
Lost Dutchman mine probably are 
not true,’ he said. ‘“‘They have 
grown up in legend so much that 
although they may have had some 


validity they probablv don’t exist.”’ 
Ann Belle of N & A Belle Elec- 


tronics in Ontario, which carries 
metal detectors and prospecting 
equipment explained that one of her 
customers once rented a metal 
detector to look for buried tanks in 
the desert. Not the kind that hold 
water, but the World War II variety. 

She explained that the man ex- 
pects to make $1 million selling the 
tanks for scrap metal. 

Although few people will manage 
to do more than help pay for their 
expenses, treasure hunting and 
prospecting are among the few hob- 
bies that make money. 

‘As far as telling a person they're 
going to get rich, we can’t because

Although the sourdoughs had 
to depend on trial and error in 
learning how to pan for gold, 
modern prospectors have a 
variety of people who will tell 
them how to do it. 


Metal detectors offer a wide variety of features, 


few do,’’ said Mrs. Belle. ‘‘But it is 
one of the few hobbies where you 
really make money.” 

Using metal detectors has been a 
popular pastime for years, but 
recently, with the price of gold in- 
creasing dramatically, prospecting 
for it is beginning to pick up in pop- 
ularity. 

“It’s almost to the point that it’s 
getting to be more than a hobby,” 
said Ryland. 

And Mrs. Belle said that with the 
boom in the gold market she is ex- 
periencing a mini-boom in the sales 
of prospecting equipment. 

‘‘More and more people are 
deciding to try their hand at it,’’ she 
said. 

In prospecting, the old adage 
“‘gold is where you find it’’ applies. 

Ryland explained that the best 


places to look are where gold has 
been found before. He estimated 
that, despite the numerous gold 
rushes spaced throughout the 
history of California, only 10 percent 
of the recoverable gold in the state 
has been mined. 


Despite all the gold taken out of i 


streams, explained Mrs. Belle, 
more washes down each year. 

‘We've found that .in years when 
there are heavy rains people are go- 
ing to find more gold because it 
washes down,” said Mrs. Belle. 
‘Every year it replenishes.” 

The Mother Lode country of 
Northern California is still the best 
place to look, said Ryland. But a 
number of Southern California areas 
hope of a find for the weekend 
prospector. 

He explained that the most pop- 


to iPeastite hunters. 


ular areas locally are Lytle 
Creek, Big Bear and the east fork of 
San Gabriel Canyon. 

In local streams, said Ryland, the 
average person working with a gold 
pan can, with a little luck and per- 
sistence, come up with visible 
amounts of gold. 

But, he warned that some people 
can spend all day and find nothing 
while others may find a nugget of 
good size after a relatively short 
period. 

Whether the individual finds 
nothing, or hits a ‘‘hot’’ area and 
comes up with several nuggets, 
Ryland said the odds are that no one 
will get rich as a weekend prospec- 
tor. 

For those who think the idea of 
spending the day digging up a 
stream bottom for a few flecks of 


gold is too strenuous, metal’ detec- 
tors will tell the treasure hunter 
when he’s found something. 

Although some success has been 
reported in using metal detectors 
for goid prospecting in Australia, 
the detectors are best used in fin- 
ding lost items and have few 
applications in gold mining. 

Mrs. Belle said however that the 
two, prospecting and metal detec- 
tors, are generally used by the 
same people. 

‘We feel it’s more or less one hob- 
by,”’ she said. ‘“‘People may start 
with a detector or they may start 
panning, but usually they’ll come 
back to the other half.’’ 

Ryland explained that the advan- 
tage of using both a detector and 
panning is that if the individual 
strikes out with one he might find

inding equipment not easy task 


Since few stores specialize in 
metal detectors or prospecting 
equipment, it is important to shop 
around, according to Steve Ryland, 
the owner of a prospecting store in 
Pasadena. 

Ryland, who also teaches a 
continuing education class in 
prospecting at Cal Poly, Pomona, 
said the equipment used by the 
weekend prospector or treasure 
hunter can run from a few 
inexpensive items to elaborate 
dredges and metal detectors. 

But for someone starting out in 
the hobby, he recommends starting 
small.

detector can do everything. A person buying a detector should look 
for a store that carries two or three different lines; ask the clerk if 


they have used the detector; 


and avoid any store where the 


salesman gives a hard sell on a more expensive model. 
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Metal detectors were originally 
developed during World War II for 
use in finding land mines. The early 
detectors were generally unstable 
and not very accurate. 


“It's surprising they found as 
many mines as they did,“' said 
Ryland. 


Modern detectors, however, come 
with a variety of features including 
discriminators which allow the 
operator to pass over ‘‘junk”’ items 
and find the ‘‘good stuff,” said 
Ryland. 


The most important factor in 
using a metal detector is how 
experienced the operator is and not 
how sophisticated a detector he has, 
Ryland explained. 


Metal detectors run from $50 to 
$500 depending on the number and 
variety of features they offer. 

‘And you can get them down as 
cheap as $20,’ said Ryland. ‘‘But at 
that point they become toys.” 


Ryland recommended anyone 
starting out in the hobby begin with 
an inexpensive detector and move 
up as their skill with the machine 
improves. 


“If they're finding 10 pop tabs for 
every coin, but still persisting at it, 
they may want to move up to a more 
sophisticated detector,”’ he said. 

The more expensive detectors are 
generally of good quality but the 
buyer should be cautious with the 
more inexpensive models. 

‘‘When you get to detectors that 
are less than $100 there are a lot 





around that are marginal,’ said 
Ryland. 

In looking to buy a detector, 
Ryland recommended choosing a 
store that carries detectors from 
two or three different 
manufacturers and avoiding 
anyplace that gives a hard sell ona 
more expensive model. 

He added that where possible one 
should find a store where one of the 
salesmen uses the equipment 
himself, check what a particular 
model can and cannot do (not every 
detector can do everything), and 
check on the manufacturer's 
warranty. 


In prospecting, the basic piece of 
equipment is the gold pan, which 
can be anything from a 12-inch pie 
pan to special plastic gold pans with 
‘cheater riffles’’ to’ help trap the 
gold. 

The next step up is the sluice box, 
a long box with riffles in the bottom 
that allow flowing water to wash 
away lighter material and trap 
heavier particles of gold. 

Sluice boxes can also be attached 
to motorized dredges which will 
vacuum up the sand and gravel from 
the bottom of streams. 


In prospecting equipment, said 
Ryland, the hobbyist can generally 
equip himself for between $40 and 
$50. 

Although the hobbyist can start 
out with nothing more than a pan, 
Ryland: recommended also 
purchasing an. inexpensive sluice 
box, a folding shovel, a rock 
hammer, a magnifying glass, a tool

Ryland said special plastic gold 
pans run under $5 and generally for 
$2 or $3. Sluice boxes can run from 
$20 to $40, but most books on gold 
panning give instructions on how to 
build an inexpensive wooden one. 

And for those who want to get into 
something more elaborate, or 
who've found a’ ‘‘hot”’ area, dredges 
start at $400 and go up to “more than 
anyone would want to pay,” said 
Ryland.

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Aggressive achievers fail in retirement life 


By ROBERT P. STUDER 
Copley News Service 

BERKELEY — Joe has 
been an aggressive 
achiever all his life — hard - 
hitting, motivated toward 
success, dedicated to the 
job. As a result, he’s done 
well in the business world. 
He’s, the epitome of the 
successful man. 

Jim, on the other hand, 
has played a more passive 
role — not as much success, 
not as many promotions, 
not as much dedication to 
the job — but he has 
Managed to save a 
Significant part of his life 
for other interests and his 
family. 

Now, as happens to all 
men, the years have crept 
by and it is time to retire. 
What now? 

Suddenly, the priorities 
have reversed. Now it is 
Jim who may be the one 
who will fare best. The very 
qualities that meant 
success for Joe in their 
early years may pave the 
way for failure in 
retirement. In fact, 
according to a new study by 
two University of California 
at Berkeley researchers, 
successful men like Joe 
have the highest suicide 
rate and that means the 
highest rate of unhappiness. 

Researchers Carol L. 
Huffine and Warren Breed 
explain it this way: 

‘Men traditionally build a 
life around ambition, hard 
work and perfection. This 
lifestyle results in rigidity. 
and compulsiveness rather 
than adaptability, which is 
what enables individuals to 
survive crises of all kinds 
including the transition to 
old age.” 

Huffine is a research 
sociologist with the 
Institute of Human 
Development at UCB. 
Breed is an independent 
research associate with the 
Scientific Analysis Corp. 
which also is in Berkeley. 
They report their findings 
in a new book, 
‘Psychotherapy of Aging,”’ 
published by Academic 
Press. : 

They point to statistics 
like these: 

— Men in their late 40s 
are twice as likely to

—By the time they reach 


their mid-70s, they are interpersonal relations with 
seven times more likely many job associates, few 
than women to take their remain.
